COULD NOT REFTSL 

Under the law he could not re- 
fuse a permii to a promoter in @ 
known field unless could prove 
fraud.

And 
the mere fact ‘that a previously 
promoted well has been a ‘failure 
ie not legal proof of fraud. 

The commissioner delayed as 
long as he could the granting of 
these permits, but in the end he 
had to grant them. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of 
Mines and Oi! did its best to lay 
before the long lines of men and 
women whe came, savings in hand, 
to inquire about this or that unit 


scheme, just what might be ex- 
pected. A watch kept showed that 
these lines, after being duly 


warned, moved straight from the 
chamber to the promoters’ offices 
to lay down the coin. 

No wonder men who have 
worked hard to prevent such losses 
come to believe that you can't save

As a Los Angeles wit remarked 
to me, “Save the sucker from a 
crocodile and he jumps into the 
next swimming hole to be swal- 
lowed by a shark, for he is bound 
to go swimming as soon as he 
gets money enough to buy @ one- 
piece bathing suit.” 

A very short count covers the 
promotions thet made anything. 
Not all the others were frauds. In- 
cumpetence, folly and recklessness 
are not necessarily legal fraud. And 
where there is known fraud most 
of the victims swallow their loss in 
silence rather than let their friends 
know they were stung. 


REIGN ALMOST OVER 

The oil promoter’s reign is about 
over in Los Angeles. He is now 
pretty nearly shaken out of the 
town-lot fields and in the latest dis- 
coveries he has little opportunity. 
The newly opennig flelds are either 
in large holdings already con- 
trolled, or, as at Torrance, where 
there are some town lots, the big

last two years. Industry has prof- 
ited—-and the workers have per- 
haps sunk their share in units. 
Some landowners have been paid 
well for leases. An immense im- 
petus has been given to the busi- 
ness of the port. More than a 
half of the eastward-bound tolls of 
the Panama Canal are now being 
paid by Los Angeles oil. 
Production in these fields, as in 


all overdrilled gusher areas, is 
bound to fall off rapidly. But it 
will continue. Deeper drilling, 


as at Signal Hill, seems to disclose 
new rich sands. And new fields, 
apparently longer-lived, are be- 
ing brought in. Southern Cali- 
fornia will certainly long con- 
tinue to be an oll producer of high 
importance. 

I think there is always a ten- 
dency to overestimate oil flelds as 
factors in continuous local pros- 
perity. Their fever is illusory. In 
the main their development is 
highly uneconome. In the wild 
scramble a few win and many lose. 
When the boom is shaken out and 
the flelds settle down to hum- 
drum production, pay rolls become 
relatively small and the profits go 
very largely to owners whose other 
investment interests are else- 
where. What, for example, does 
Coalinga amount to now except 
to a few large owners who sec 
Coalinga only rarely? They leave 
no more money in Coalinga than 
they can possibly help.

Mrs. E. W.: When there is an 


inflammation of the inner part of 
the ear, due to an extension from 
a sore throat or any other cause, 
if pus accumulates the ear drum 
will usually rupture itself when the 
pressure is great enough. How- 
ever, this is very undesirable. A 
clean incision made by a skillful 
physician before the time of the 
spontaneous rupture, is much more 
desirable. It heals very much 
quicker and may prevent a great 
Geal of trouble, like extension of 
the pus into the mastoid cells. 
Many people have an idea that 
if the ear drum is punctured it al- 
ways remains open. This is not 
true. The ear drum heals just as 
any other tissue of the body. The 
thing to do in the ear trouble is to 
go to an ear specialist. For while 
nature may eventually clear up the 
trouble, she is very apt to do a 
bungling job and leave deafness 
in the wake. 

There is no danger of losing your 
mind from a perforated ear drum, 
so forget that. 

Mre. F.: Your child who is so 
nervous and dizzy. and complains 
his spine pains him so that he can 
hardly straighten out when he 
bends down, should have a very 
thorough physical examination. It 
may be possible that he has Pott's 
disease (tuberculosis of the spine.)

New Building in Path of 
Proposed Extension of 
Olive Street 


The Board of Education was 
yesterday formally requested by 
the City Council, in a resolution 
presented by Councilman Wheeler. 


and unanimously adopted, to defer 
construction of the new Sixteenth- 
street school until proceedings 
have been started for the opening 
and extension of Olive street south 
from its present terminus at Four- 
teenth street. 

The action of the Council was 
‘taken following the reading of a 
communication from prominent 
Olive-street property owners  in- 
cluding William May Garland, W. 
P. Jeffries, Harry Chandler, Irv- 
ing H. Hellman and many others, 
asking that the property owners 
be given an opportunity to cir- 
culate petitions for the extension 
of Olive street so as to create a 
needed tradiic artery. 

The building of the new schoo! 
on its present proposed site may 
block the path of the Olive street 
extension. Councilman Wheeler's 
resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas, the Council has been 
advised in a communication signed 
by a large number of representa- 
tive citizens and taxpayers owning 
property on Olive street, that pe- 
titlons are now being circulated 
requesting the Council to institute 
the necessary proceedings to ex- 
tend Olive street south of Pico 
street, to Washington street, and

The “Sacco-Vanzetti” outrages 
were committed by the friends of 
the condemned men, who declared 
that they were sentenced to die 
after being “framed” on a mur- 
der charge because of politica) 
beliefs. Even in far-off Portugal 
the United States Consulate was 


rocked by the explosion of a 
grenade placed by a Sacco-Van- 
zetti partisan. Before that, a 


bomb had been sent to Ambassa- 
dor Herrick at Paris. The Ameri- 
can embassies at Lima, Peru and 
Buenos Aires received threatening 
letters. 


In 1919 a number of pérsons 
were killed and the homes of 
many prominent persons wrecked 
through the operations of a gang 
of terrorists. One day's record 
showed the wrecking of the home 
of Atty.-Gen. Palmer in Washing- 
ton; the blowing up of Justice 
Hayden’ &s home in Boston; the de- 
struction of the house of Mayor 
Davis of Cleveland, with an in- 
férnal machine; the damaging of 
the residence of a United States 
District judge in Pittsburg, and 
other explosions in Paterson, N. 
J., Philadelphia,’ New York, and 
Newtonville, Mass. In Paterson 
big silk manufacturer was bombed, 
in Philadelphia several private 
residences, in New York the home 
of a judge was hit and two killed, 
and in Newtonville a State legis- 
lator lost his home through 
bombing. 

In one week's mai] postoffice in- 
spectors found seventeen infernal 
machines addressed to Presiden- 
tial Cabinet officers, mayors of 
cities, governors, judges and jus- 
tices. 

A very important point in con- 
nection with these bomb plots was 
the discovery that the explosive 
used was of German origin. The 
United States Navy made tests of 
the bombs used and proved that 
they were constructed the same as 
|} the German mines used during the 
war. It was pointed out, also, 
that the fulminate of mercury 
could not have been obtained in 
this country.

Prior to this, May Stranger tes- 
tified relative to a statement Scott 
Wright had written on «a small 
scrap of paper. What its purport- 
ed to be the original of this state- 
ment, has been filed with the dep- 
uty clerk of the court.
